Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to 
set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention because the 
claims are directed to a method but a method step doesn't appear to be set forth in 
claim 5 or 6. This makes it unclear whether applicant intends to claim a method or a- - 
product. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set- 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to v^ich said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Su 



'141. 
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Note that Su teaches a waterproof cxDvering for vehicles which is driven onto and 
have has a midsection wider than the end sections as shown in Figure 1 . The cover is 
gathered near the top of the vehicle to protect the vehicle from floods as shown in 

Figure 3. Note members 14 defining members for securing the cover to the vehicle 

above the wheel base. Locations of such means adjacent the edge to aid in securing 
the edges would have been most obvious. 

5. Claims 1,2,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Allain et ar862. .. _ 

Allain et al '862 teach applicant's concept of a flood protection cover which is 
driven on and gathered around the vehicle as claimed, Note that the cover is 
also provided with reinforcement to protect the bottom portion. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the . _ 
references as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of E. Davis '803. 

To have provided the bottom portion with reinforcement to protect it while being 
driven on would have been obvious in view of such teaching by E. Davis at 12. 

7. Claims 7-1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over F.- 
Davis '833 in view of Whiteside. 

F. Davis teaches a cover for a vehicle with a mid section wider than the end 
sections and having eyelets around the perimeter as claimed. To have made the cover 
of a water proof material to protect the vehicle as with a tarp having perimeter — 
grommets would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Whiteside. Note that 
the materials of Whiteside are considered to provide a reinforced layer sufficient to 
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protect the vehicle form hail stones. Since the reinforced layer is the entire extent of the 
cover it is inherently wider than the wheel base since the cover wraps around the sides 
of the vehicle. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. McGrew and Elliott show other vehicle covers which have a wider 
mid portion. Allain et al, Rodgers, Streyckmans, Battle, Wye, Ishiyama and Horiba 
show examples of other flood covers.
